DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's December 2, 2009 Amendment and REMARKS liave been reviewed, 
line previous Office Action is witlidrawn pursuant tliereto. Applicant cancelled claims 9- 
38. Claims 1-8 and 39-61 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-8 and 39-61 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Obrect, US 7,630,919. 

Obrect discloses a computer-implemented business transaction over a network, 
e.g. Figs. 1-16 and related text, where a plurality of deals for at least a product or 
service includes price and non-price buying criteria by a buyer for at least one product 
or service, correlating the plurality of deals and ranking the deals and notifying the seller 
of the at least one product or service. Obrect does not disclose the term at least one 
distribution criteria. However, Obrect does disclose the concept of inventory. Inventory 
inherently includes distribution criteria when businesses transact business over a 
network. To have provided distribution criteria for the business of Obrect would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The motivation would have been 
allowing the inventory to be accessed without disruption. 

3. A further pertinent reference of interest is noted on the attached PTO-892.
